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Report oF THE Pustic LIBRARY. 


On the 1st of April, 1900, the Treasurer was owing a 
balance for printing the catalogues of $32.45. In June, 
paid Ginn & Co. for a bill of books $5.71, and also De- 
Wolfe & Co. a bill for $28.06. In December, paid a bill 
of $3.85 to Dumas & Co., for binding books, making a 
total paid $70.07. In June, received an order from the 
town of $70.00, voted for the benefit of the library. Re- 
ceived during the year forty-two cents for fines, also 
thirty cents for catalogues sold, leaving a balance in the 
Treasurer's hands of sixty-five cents. 

There are at present in the library about 2800 volumes. 
Forty-seven were purchased with the money appropriated 
by the town, sixty-two were sent by Mr. Storer, and four 
were sent by Mr. Amory Heald. Miss Katharine Miles 
has sent us about twenty complete sets of the most popu- 
lar magazines of the day, and Mrs. A. C. B, Lyman (for- 
merly Miss Acsah Colburn, eldest daughter of the late 
Dea, Nathan Colburn) some books and papers. Over fifty 
volumes more were taken out last year than ever before in 
the same length of time, and the citizens may have a just 
pride in the success and prosperity of this important insti- 
tution.

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Report OF ScHooL Boarp. 


It becomes necessary once more to pause and review 
the work done during the school year just closing. There 
have been schools held in four different schoolhouses: 
One term in No. 3 (which has been closed for some 
years), but there being very few pupils of school age it 
was thought best to hire them carried to No.1. No.6 
has been closed for the same reason, and the children 
were taken to No. 5, thereby enabling us to give them 
three terms instead of two, which has been, we believe, to 
the satisfaction of parents and children. 

We have employed teachers of experience and ability 
when it has been possible to procure them, but we need 
to remember when we are obliged to hire teachers who 
have had no previous experience in teaching, that while 
they may be just as faithful and work just as hard, they 
have not the advantage that the one has who comes into 
the field trained by’ terms of service elsewhere. There- 
fore, we should all the more, as committee, parents and 
pupils, try to be as helpful and cooperative as possible, 
thereby enabling her to feel that while she is doing her 
best for us we are trying to help her make a success of 
her work. | ‘| 

We think good work has been done during the year an 
the pupils as a whole have been interested in their studies — 
and anxious for improvement.
